been acquitted. In the present case 
the trial judge found that the de- 
fendant had seduced the plaintiff, 
but it does not appear from his 
reasons for the judgment that he 
found upon the question whether 
the seduction was under promise of 
marriage. 

“In my opinion the plaintiff's 
charge that it was so made may be 
treated as surplusage and, if I am 
right in this view, the question 
whether there was sufficient evi- 
dence that the fact is immaterial. 
The action is brought by the plain- 
tiff under sec. 4 of Ordinance No. 8 
of 1903, second version, which pro- 
vides that an action for seduction 
may be maintained by an unmarried 
female who has been seduced, in 
her own name, in the same manner 
as an action for any other tort, and 
that, in any such action, she shall 
be entitled to such damage as may 
be awarded, 


NO OBJECTIONS TAKEN 


“The plaintiff does not allege in 
her statement of claim that. she 
was unmarried, nor was that fact 
proved at the trial by direct evi- 
dence, but the conduct of the plain- 
tiff and defendant, disclosed by the 
evidence, and their statements and 
that of Mrs. Rabey, one of the de- 


would reasonably lead to the con- 
clusion that the plaintiff was un- 
married. The trial throughout 
appears to have proceeded upon the 
assumption that such was the case. 
That the defendant's counsel so 
assumed is indicated by the fact 
that, in his examination of the wit- 
nesses, he more than once referred 
to the plaintiff as Miss Gibson. 
“No objection was taken by de- 
fendant’s counsel at the trial to the 
absence of proof of that fact. 


Neither was the objection taken in|

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THEY ARE STILL “FLOODED” 

Hon. Robert Weir, Dominion Minister of 
agriculture, told an admiring but probably non- 
plussed gathering of political friends at Belle- 
ville that the Marketing Act is “Designed to 
end fear of flooded markets in other countries 
with produce which this country may wish to 
dispose of.” 

A most worthy purpose beyond any doubt, 
and on the assurance of the Minister that must 
be supposed to have been the object he had in 
mind, But just how is the Act going to do this? 
At the present time every market in which 
Canada used to sell farm products in great 
quantities is flooded, more or less, and tending 
to become more flooded. How is the Act, or any 
act the parliament of Canada might pass, going 
to take those products out of the foreign mar- 
kets and leave room and demand for Canadian 
products? 

It isn’t the “fear” of flooded consuming mar- 
kets, but the reality of the flooding, the Cana- 
dian farmer has to worry about. The Marketing 
Act may—or may not—enable him to hold up 
the price against the Canadian consumer. It 
may—or may not—enbale him to cheapen the 
cost of selling abroad. But to tell producers it 
can do anything to open markets and create de- 
mand for their products abroad is to talk to 
them as though they hadn't sense. 

Foreign markets can be restored, at least in 
degree, to Canadian farmers. But that cannot 
be done by marketing acts passed at Ottawa. It 
will have to be done by negotiating for an 
exchange of commodities which will give the 
man in another country a chance to use the 
buying power he has to buy the things we want 
to sell. Mr. Weir has been a party to depriving 
him of that chance, and hence to killing the 
Canadian farmer's chance to sell. 

Clouds of foolish language about a market- 
ing act—which is and must be a purely internal 
measure—are only thrown out as a smoke 
screen to obscure the Minister's betrayal of the 
farmers in the supposed interests of our highly 
protected industries,

Treatment of Backache} SIDE GLAN 
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By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


The treatment of the ordinary type of back- 
ache embraces certain general rules which may 
be used to relieve the pain and assist in re- 
covery, These general rules are: rest until 
the acute symptoms are over; some form of heat 
which is applied to allay any tenderness; strap- 
ping or fixation of the Back 
by means of adhesive tape. 

In some cases massage or 
rubbing may be used and 
found helpful. In those back- 
aches where there is present 
any spinal lesions, the skilled 
manipulations of an osteo- 
path, chiropractor or naturo- 
path will be of marked bene- 
fit in restoring the back to 
normal. 

The type of heat used may 
be any of the following: the deep therapy lamp, 
which tends to “bake” the soreness out; electric 
pads; towels wrung out of hot water; or the 
diathermy; all of which may be used to ad- 
vantage several times daily. The hot bath, hot 
water bottle, hot sitz bath, or hot sand bags 
may be used. 


An ordinary backache, of the type generally 
called lumbago by the patient, requires little 
more than rest and heat as treatment, and dis- 
appears under this regimen in a few days. The 
use of the mustard plaster or liniment acts on 
the principle of a counter-irritant and is much 
used for backache. 


By far the most common backache is due to 
disorder of the internal organs, the pain being 
reflexed or referred tu ‘the back. For example, 
inflammation of the bladder will cause more 
distress in the back than in the bladder itself. 
The cure of this type of backache depends upon 
treating the organ which is deranged which is 
causing the ache in the first place. 


A dragging down sensation in the back with 
women is due to some misplacement or dis- 
order of the pelvic organs. While heat may 
relieve this in a measure, for permanent relief 
the treatment must be directed toward the cor- 
rection of whatever is the main cause, and 
when this is done, the backaches will disap- 
pear. When the backache is due to prolapsus 
no complete cure can be expected until the 
abdominal muscles have been strengthened suf- 
ficiently to hold the organs up to their normal 
position. 

The cure of backache due to sacro-iliac 
Strain requires adjustments, as when this type 
of strain occurs there is usually some slight 
misplacement of the bones of that region and 
this can best be corrected by the use of Osteo- 
pathic or Chiropractic treatments. As inflam- 
mation is often present, it is advisable to use 
hot applications such as the hot sitz bath or 
the diathermy. The Cleansing Diet regimen 
will also prove helpful in bringing about a more 
rapid absorption of the inflammatory exudetes. 
No exercise should be used until after the in- 
flammation has subsided and frequently it is 
a good plan for the doctor who treats the back 
to strap it with adhesive tape after the manipu- 
lation so as to prevent excessive movement.

QUESTION—Mrs. Clara H. writes: “Will 
you please tell me what you think of the value 
of parsley, if steeped or boiled, and the water 
used as a drink for kidney trouble.” 

ANSWER—Parsley is a succulent vegetable, 
very rich in iron and potash. Because of its 
chemical composition it has a beneficial effect 
upon an inflamed urinary tract, tending to 
counteract some of the acidity of the kidney’s 
excretion, when this acidity is present in too 
large a percentage. Parsley is best served with 
a salad of other vegetables, and the best way 
to prepare it is by grinding it through a veget- 
able grinder, using a large enough amount to 
make it one half of the salad. It may then be 
mixed with or sprinkled over any other salad 
vegetable such as cucumbers, chopped celery, 
or ground carrots. It might be boiled and the 
water taken as a drink, ff the patient desires it.

ANSWER—If potatoes are cooked properly, 
they will be more completely digested than 
bread, and are not as fattening as bread, as 
potatoes contain only about one-third as many 
calories or heat units as bread.

A Day in Canadian History 


HALIFAX HERALD COM- 
PLETES 60 YEARS 


On this date in 1878, sixty years 
ago, the people of Nova Scotia 
were talking about a new paper 
which had been published the 
previous day, The Halifax Her- 
ald. It took the place of a jour- 
nal, The British Colonist, which 
had suspended not long before. 
The power behind the Herald 
was Senator Almon, but its driv- 
ing force came from William Den- 
nis, a young Cornishman, who had 
only been in Canada two years. 
“Billy” as he was known al! his 
life to his friends, even in the 
days after he became a Senator, 
was a born newspaper man To 
his dying day, whether at home 
or at Ottawa, he always had a 
fine news sense, and he had the 
gift of passing that valuable as- 
set on to his employes, for he 
soon owned The Herald, and prac- 
tically every newspaper in Can- 
ada contains on its staff some one 
who was trained by “Billy” Den- 
nis. 

The Herald progressed, but it 
was found necessary, both for 
business and political reasons, to

"Do you believe Schriner will be 
as good as Harvey Jackson in an- 
other year?” was the question put 
to both Simpson and Frederickson. 

Both men are inclined to express 
viewpoints with more than a little 
touch of conservatism. But here 
are their answers; 

“Why next year?” asked Bullet 
Joe. “Right now he is a shade bet- 
ter than Jackson and that means 
better than anybody else at his po- 
sition in the league. He is a dead- 
ly shot, is more elusive than Jacke 
son, a better back-checker and 
every bit as good if not a better 
puck-carrier, They say our team 
has improved 50 per cent over last 
year. I think it has shown even 
greater improvement than that. 
And there is but one answer, 
Sweeney, of course.” 


HAS EVERYTHING 


“The kid has everything,” said 
Frederickson, “I could harp on his 
good points and, yes, the one or two 
elmost weaknesses he has for hours, 
but I think his record speaks for 
itself. He was just what you might 
call a raw graduate when he joined 
the Americans. It took a few 
games to polish off the rough spots 
and another few for him to really 
find himself. Then what does he 
go out and do? Why nothing 
much but jump up into third place 
amongst the league’s leading scor- 
ers. If he isn't the best at his busi- 
ness today he soon will be.” 

Schriner with nine goals and 12 
assists to his credit merely grins 
when asked if he hopes to convinc- 
ingly establish himself better than 
Jackson before the season is out. 
The Toronto wingman won all-star 
rating in the Canadian Press poll 
at the end of the 1933-34 season and 
is generally rated the class of left 
wingers.
